ADVICE TO WOOL GROWERS. 

Reports from Washington and Boa- 
ton, Mam , state that the members of 
the Boston Wool Trade Association 
| have agreed to accept Major General 
t loathe!* proposal Id Ax the price 
of wool at present on a baaia of the 
■ price of July ,10th, 1917 Tha Gov- 
ernment will take over all wool in tha 
; wsrehnuses on this baaia. If holders 
do not agree to sell, their wool will 
be commandeered The greater part 
of this wool will be used by the Oov- 
i ernment for uniforms and other Gov- 
ernment supplies and that whteh re- 
main, will be distributed among the 
mill, for civilian tJeeda. Major Gan- 
ersl (toe thai adviaes all wool center* 
that the 1918 alip ahould not be dis- 
posed of during the next thirty days 
in order that tha Government may 
lhave time to determine its exact 
needs for the coming year. Report. 
I from Washington indicate that lift 
Government will srrsn^ to receive 
the 1918 clip on the baaia of tha 
price mentioned, but urges the pro- 
ducer* not to dispose of their wool 
until more deflaite information la 
made available. 

It would seem adviaable for Ken- 
tucky wool producers to pack and 
store their seasons clip in tha boat 
possible way for at least a few weak* 
until the Government has issued 
mors definite information. Car* 
ahould be taken by producers to so 
pack their wool that tha quality will 
not be Injured by standing or mil- 
dew. In packing wool away either 
store it in wool sack* or in a clean 
dry bin.
